DIRECTOR OF DISTANCE EDUCATION 


1. The Director, Directorate of Distance Education shall: 

(a) Co-ordinate and generally supervise the teaching and administrative 
work in the Directorate of Distance Education* 

(b) Maintain discipline in the Directorate of Distance Education. 

(c) Keep a record of the evaluation of sessional work and the attendance 
of the students at lectures, tutorials or seminars wherever these are 
prescribed; 

(d) Arrange for the examinations of the University in respect of the 
students of the Directorate of Distance Education in accordance with 
such directions as may be given by the Academic Council; 

(e) Be Member-Secretary and shall convene a meeting of the Governing 
Board of the Directorate after due approval from the Chairman/Vice- 
Chancellor and shall keep record of the minutes of the meetings of 
the Governing Board in addition to the one maintained at the 
Registrar's office. 

(f) Perform such duties as may be assigned to him by the Academic 
Council, the Executive Council or the Vice-Chancellor. 

(g) Be solely responsible for the smooth and efficient functioning of the 
Directorate as per the powers and functions specified in the 
regulations of the DDE. 

(h) Maintain the organizational structure of the DDE as per the students 
strength and work elements and all records for future reference. 
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CHAPTER - VII 

ADMISSION OF STUDENTS TO THE DIRECTORATE 

1. Without prejudice to the provisions of the Act and the Statutes, and other 
rules of the University, no student shall be eligible for admission to any 
under graduate, post-graduate or post graduate diploma course of study 
in the University unless he/she has passed the examination or 
examinations prescribed by the University for Admission to the 
concerned course or courses. 

2. Application for admission shall be made to the Directorate of Distance 
Education in such form as may be prescribed and within the last date 
fixed in respect of each course. 

3. The applications so received shall be verified and admissions be granted 
by the Directorate in accordance with the regulations. 

4. All admissions shall be provisional in the first instance and may be 
finalized within a time limit as may be fixed by the Vice-Chancellor. No 
Candidate shall claim admission as a matter of right 

5. Admission to the various courses shall be processed by the Directorate of 
- Distance Education and finalized on time subject to the compliance of 

the regulations prescribed in this regard. 

6. French nationals of Indian origin who have been permitted long term 
residence in the Union territory of Pondicherry under the provisions of 
the Treaty of Cession [will have the meaning assigned to it in the 
Pondicherry {Administration} Act, 1962], shall be treated on par with 
Indian nationals for admission to the courses in the University. 

7. Admission of foreign nationals, other than those stipulated in para 6 
above, shall be regulated in accordance with the guidelines issued from 
time to time by the Government of India. 

8. The admission of students is finalized only within the Directorate and no 
Spot Admission Centre/Institute is authorized to grant admission to any 
candidate. 
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CHAPTER -VIII 

REGISTER OF MATRICULATES 

1. The Directorate of Distance Education shall maintain a Register of 
Matriculates in which the name of the fotlowing classes of persons shall 
be registered: 

(a) Candidates who have passed the Higher Secondary, 
Intermediate, Pre- Degree, S.S.C. of the respective Boards or 
any other examination approved as equivalent thereto, when 
admitted to a Course of Study in the University. 

(b) Holders of any degree, title, diploma or certificate, other than 
those specified in (a) above on first admission to a University 
Course of Study. 

(c) Persons, other than those specified in (a) or (b}, who with or 
without exemption front attendance certificates, are permitted 
to appear for the first time for any examination of the 
University. 


CHAPTER - IX 

MIGRATION AND TRANSFER OF STUDENTS 

There shall be no migration of students to courses offered under Distance 
Education from any university or institution including those with Twinning 
mode of Directorate of Distance Education. 


CHAPTER - X 

MEDIUM OF INSTRUCTION 


The medium of instruction in respect of all courses except languages 
conducted in the Directorate shall be English. 

Provided that the Vice-Chancellor may permit a student to write any 
examination in English or the regional language or the mother tongue of the 
student only for the Bachelor of Education/Master of Education Courses, as 
per the regulations of the Teacher Education and as per the 
recommendations of the Board of Studies in Education. 
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CHAPTER-XI 

FEES PAYABLE BY THE STUDENTS OF THE DDE 

1. Fees payable by the students of the Distance Education, as the case 
may be for various purposes, shall be as prescribed by the Executive 
Council as per the recommendations of the Governing Board from 
time to time. 

2. Students shall deposit tuition fees in instalments, the first at the time 
of their admission and subsequent payment as given in the 
Information Brochure every year. 

Special fees and other deposits, if any, shall be paid in one instalment 
at the time of admission. 

Examination fees shall be payable on or before the last day prescribed 
in this regard. 

Fees shall be payable in cash in the Indian Bank, University Branch, 
Kalapet or by a crossed bank draft drawn in favour of ‘The Finance 
Officer, Pondicherry University* or electronic transfer in the branches 
of the State Bank of India, Punjab National Bank and Axis Bank as 
given in the Information Brochure every year or in any other manner 
as may be decided by the University. 

3. (X) If a student does not pay fee in time, late payment fee shall also be 
levied as follows at the time of payment: 

*■ (i) Rs.5/- per day for the first 10 days; 

(ii) @ Rs. 10/- per day thereafter upto the last day of the month in 
which the fee is due. 

(2) The Vice-Chancellor, or on his behalf, any other officer to whom 
this power has been delegated, may relax any of the conditions for 
payment of fees in special cases. 

(3) Names of the defaulters shall be removed from the rolls of the 
Distance Education after informing the students. 

(4) A student whose name has been struck off from the rolls of the 
University, under the above clause, may be re-admitted on the 
recommendation of the Director and on payment of arrears of fees in 
full and other dues, together with a re-admission fee of Rs.100/-. 

(5) Whenever a student proposes to withdraw from the University, he 
shall submit an application to the Directorate intimating the date of 
his/her withdrawal. If he/she fails to do so, his/her name shall 
continue to be kept on the rolls of the University for a maximum 
period of one month, following the month up to which he/she has 
paid the fees. He/she shall also be required to pay all fees/charges 
that may fall due during this period. 
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CHAPTER-XII 

AWARD OF SCHOLARSHIPS, FEE CONCESSIONS, MEDALS, 

PRIZES, ETC., 


1- In order to encourage meritorious and deserving students of Distance 
Education to pursue courses of studies in the Directorate without 
great financial strain, the Directorate may provide scholarships, 
freeships etc., for financial help and also provide for award of Medals 
and Prizes on the pattern obtaining in other Central Universities in 
the country. 


2. There may be concession in tuition fees for specified categories like 
employees of the University, Defence Personnel etc., as approved by 
the Executive Council from time to time. 

3, There may be a scheme to award medals/prizes to the meritorious 
students of the Distance Education for their best performance in 
various University Examinations. 


CHAPTER xm 
DISCIPLINE OF STUDENTS 

1. All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in relation to 
students of Distance Education shall vest with the Vice- Chancellor. 

2. All disciplinary action in relation to the students shall be taken in 
accordance with the procedures prescribed from time to time, 

3. A student of Distance Education would come within the disciplinary 
jurisdiction of the University/Institution at the time of conduct of 
University Examinations or any other University activity and he/she 
shall be subject to any penalty that may be imposed by the competent 
authority of the University for having committed such indisriplinary 
act, 

4. All acts unbecoming of a student of the Distance Education would 
make such student(s) liable for disciplinary action. 

5. There shall be a Discipline Committee to toe constituted by the Vice- 
Chancellor which shall perform such functions and exercise such 

powers as may be delegated to it by the Vice-Chancellor from time to 
time. 

6. The Vice-Chancellor may inflict the following punishment. 

(1) Suspension 

(2) Expulsion from the course 
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(3) Rustication either permanently or for a specified period

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TWIN N1NG PRO GRAM ME 


1, Twinning is an innovative educational concept of Distance Education 
which widens the scope of educational opportunity and access for 
students. The twinning concept envisages a tie-up between Directorate of 
Distance Education, Pondicherry University and the Twinning Institutes. 
The Management and other programmes already offered by Pondicherry 
University through Distance Mode is also offered at Twinning Institutes. 
This twinning concept gives a gamut of choices to the student 
community to learn and assimilate the nitty gritty of the subjects of the 
various programmes through a well-designed and meticulously executed academic rigour. 

2, The Procedure for Twinning Programme shall be as follows: 

a. Any institution willing to enter into MOU with the University 
shall send the Expression of Interest Form available in the 
University Website.

c. The Criteria for shortlisting shall be based on the UGC/AICTE 

approved and NAAC Accredited Institutions, The institutions 
which do not fulfill this criteria but otherwise possess excellent 
infrastructure facilities and qualified faculty may also be 
considered on experimental basis, subject to annual review of 
their perfbnhance. * 

d. The shortlisted institution shall send a sum of Rs.25,000/- 
towards Inspection Fee. 

e. A Committee constituted by the Vice-Chancellor shall visit the 
Institutions and submit the Report. 

f. The Select Institutions shall remit a sum of Rs, 2,50,000/- in 
the Joint name of the Finance Officer, Pondicherry University 
and the Principal/Correspondent of the Institution towards 

Earnest Money Deposit. 

g. The Earnest Money Deposit shall be refunded by the University 
on completion of the MOU period or due to unsatisfactory 
performance of the Institution or unwillingness of the Twinning 
Programme Institution. 

h. The Select institutions shall enter into Memorandum of 
Understanding with the Pondicherry University, initially for a 
period of Three Years. 

i. The period of Memorandum of Understanding shall be renewed 
after three years, subject to fulfillment of conditions stipulated 
by the University and after the satisfactory functioning of the 
Institution.

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REGULATIONS 

PREAMBLE: 

Higher education plays a significant role in the society and civilization, Universities and colleges are 
the backbones of general and professional higher education system in India. Despite a large number of 
institutions offering varieties of courses far and wide, there is a huge growing population requiring 
higher education for knowledge improvement and aiso to seek a better career. Offering courses under 
distance education mode is a valuable opportunity given to a larger number of students. Within the 
context of rapid technological change and shifting market conditions, our education system has to face 
the challenge of providing increased educational opportunities without commercialization of 
education. Equiiy and access are the primary concerns in India. 

Pondicherty University is a Central University established by an Ad of Parliament (No. 53 of 1985) 
on 16 October 1985 as a teaching and affiliating institution. The l/nivcrsity has a tradition of 
canying out many educational innovations and provide quality education to several thousands of 
students eveiy year. The expertise available with the Pondicherry University is a rare privilege for 
offering courses both under regular and distance education. The growing employment opportunities in 
suiall, medium and large-scale sectors in India, demands the Unive^itv to broaden the scope of its 
academic ventures in conducting courses under a separate Directorate of Distance Education (DDE). 
The DDE needs a systems approach for its functioning. 


1. SHORT TITLE: These Regulations shall be called as ‘Regulations of Pondicherry 
University’s Directorate of Distance Education. 

2 . COMMENCEMENT AND AMENDMENTS: These Regulations shall come into force from 
the date they are assented to by the authorities of the University. Any amendments to these 
regulations shall be brought out once in two yeais without affecting the system. Actions taken 
on emerging issues by the Vice-Chancellor of the University which require new provisions in 
the regulations may be incorporated as amendments to these existing regulations. 

3. BRIEF DESCRIPTION: The Directorate of Distance Education hereafter called as 
“Directorate” OR ■■DDE 1 ' in short, shall be a self financing unit of the Pondicherry University 
established for offering degree, post-graduate degree, diploma and Post-graduate diploma and 
other need based courses, under couespondence-cum-conlact class mode and or on-line mode, 
tn order to meet the burgeoning demand of producing knowledgeable and skilled personnel in 
the country. The Existing Schools, Departments and centres of the University are stakeholders 
of the DDE. 

4. OBJECTIVES: The Directorate shall have the following goals: 

4.1. The major objective of the Directorate is to impart higher education through distance 
education for those who have no or Jittle opportunity to go to a university or college for a 
full-time study; for those who have the strong desire to pursue their higher studies during 
service in government and private sectors and for those students who wouJd like to acquire 
the knowledge and skills for their employment and to lead a better life in the society. 

4.2. To achieve these objectives, the Directorate aims to offer a good number of need based 
career-oriented and academic progression-based courses, to the eligible and needy aspirants. 

4.3. The Directorate, in consultation with the Schools of the University, shall conduct degree, 
diploma, post-graduate degree and PG diploma courses through one or more effective 
distance education methods, like correspondence-cum guidance classes, supply of printed 
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study materials, screening of video lessons, interactive sessions, contact classes-cum- 
seminars, special lectures and on-line or virtual class-rooms. 

4.4 Each School, in consultation with its departments, shall identify its subject areas of relevance 
for offering its own courses and titles under distance education mode. While doing so, 
uniformity shall be maintained among the certificate courses, diplomas, advanced diplomas, 
degree and PG degree courses, in their scheme, distribution of marks, pattern of question 
papers, and evaluation methods, 

5- ORGANISATION OF DDE 

5.1, The DDE shall have its own organizational setup for its functioning by adopting the structure 
suggested by the Distance Education Council of 1GNOU. Considering its role, position and 
existence in Pondicherry University, the following system shall be adopted: 

a) A Governing Board 

b) The Directorate 

c) Deans/Academic Advisors derived from Schools and Departments 

d) Management Committee 

e) Academic and Examination Bodies (Boards of Studies, BOE, Board for Courseware 
Development, Panel of Resource persons) 

f) Faculty- co-ordinators 

g) Study l Service centers for Personal Contact Programmes and their faculty including 
its co-ordinator. 

5,2 The Directorate, under the guidance of a Governing Board, shall function in a quick and 
efficient manner, so that, in the areas of dynamic educational change and progress, a large 
number of serious aspirants are provided with the opportunities to study good courses, 

6 . GOVERNING BOARD: There shall be a Governing Board for the guidance and monitoring 
of the Directorate of Distance Education, in its proper p l a nning and integrated development of 
activities. 

6.1. The Governing Board shall consist of the following members: 

a) The Vice-Chancellor of Pondicheny University as Chairman. 

b) Directors of Studies, Culture & Cultural Relations & Physical Education as members 

c) All Deans of Schools, as ex-officio members 

d) Two Academicians as members nominated by (he Vice-Chancellor within the University 

e) Two nwfflhgrs fr om Academic Council nominated by the Vice-Chancellor 

f) Two members from outside the University nominated by the Executive Council 

g) Two Principals/ coordinators of Service centres where there is a record of highest 
students’ strength as members nominated by the Vice-Chancellor 

h) Registrar of Pondicherry Univereity - Ex-officio member 

i) Controller of Examinations - Ex-officio member 

j) Finance Officer - Ex-officio member 

k) The Director, DDE - as Ex-officio member Secretary 

6.2 The Governing Board shall serve as the academic guide as well as the policy-making -cum- 
advisory body of the Directorate. The Decisions of the Governing board shsli be implemented by 
the Directorate after they have been approved by the Executive Council. 

6.3 The Governing Board shall be, in principle, responsible for all academic, administrative and 
financial affaire of the Directorate. It is aimed to oversee the activities and give directions and 
focus so that the functioning of DDE be continued on a high level of quality and maintain 
excellence. 
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6.4 The Vice-Ctianceltor shall preside over the meetings, and in ease of his/her absence on the 
convened meeting day, one of the Directors as per seniority shall preside over the meeting tor 
operational purposes. 

6.5 The Board shall meet atleast once in a year. This meeting shall he held preferably in the month of 
February evety year. These meetings ate called regular meetings of the Governing Board, In the 
event of exigencies, extra-ordinary meetings shall he convened with local members and the 
decisions made shall be ratified during regular meetings, 

6.6 Any new decision/ action initiated or enacted by the Directorate with due approval of the Vice- 
Chancellor, due to exigency or emergency, shall be ratified during the ensuing meetings of the 
Board. 

6.7 The term of office of the nominated members shall be two years, renewable for one more term. 

6.8 All members shall be paid with a sitting fee and conveyance for attending the meetings. 

6.9 Any casual vacancy of member caused by death, resignation, or other reason, shall be filled up by 
the Vice-Chancellor for the unexpired term of office of the member ceasing to hold office, 

6.10 Jn case of any special needs, eminent scholars of distance education shall be nominated by the 
Vice-Chancellor as invited members. 

6.11 Record of Meetings: Record of the business transactions of the Governing Board shall be 
maintained properly, by the Directorate. Copy of the minutes of the meetings of Governing 
Board shall be forwarded to all members and the University, One member from the DDE shall be 
co-opted and will assist the Director during meetings for this purpose. However, this co-opting 
member has no voting power, 

6 .12 Agenda of all Governing Board meetings: 

AH the Governing Board meetings of the DDE, invariably be well-structured, to have the following 

items in its agenda: 

a) Minutes of the previous meeting and presentation of the Action taken report 

b) Status report of the Directorate 

cj New Courses proposed/ planned/ introduced 

d) Proposals for strengthening of exist! ng courses 

e) Improvements o f student support services 

f) Guidance/Approval of Appointments of various positions' Nominations to various bodies 
of the Directorate; advancement of position to its staff, incentives and quality certification 

g) Providing guidelines on couree-ware/content del i very 

h) Framing policies for Study centres, Selection of Study centres ./ centres of twinning 
programmes, actions related to existing centres 

i) Examination and certification 

j) Fixing remuneralion and charges for various activities. 

k) Approving the Budget of DDE, Finance management Issues- approval of expenditure for 
previous year and budget allocation for the ensuing year. 

l) Fixing and Revising the Fee structure of courses, suggestions to introduce scholarships 
concessions, and creation of assets, 

m) Establishment of support staff, equipment, transport systems and maintenance of existing 
items 

n) Other miscellaneous matters of the Directorate. 
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7- ORGANISATIONAL STRUCTURE (INTERNAL): 

7 . 1 , The Directorate shall have number of officers and support staff as per DEC guidelines, to 
look after the admissions and contact programmes, Teaching-Learning processes. 
Examination system, certification, and to cany out all Finance transactions and management, 

7,2* The organizational structure presented in these regulations shall be adopted initially and shall 
be expanded as per increase in strength. 

7.3. The DDE shall function with a two-tier architecture of having participation from external 
members and involvement of internal staff in its working principle as proposed in the DEC 
guidelines. 

7.4. The broad organizational structure of DDE shall include; 

a) The Director of DDE 

b) Deputy Director 

c) Admission Section with one Asst. Registrar^ Section Officer* Caseworker + Two Data 
Entry Operators 

d) Establishment Section with one Section Officer* Caseworker* one Data Entry Operator 

e) Academic Section with one Asst. Registrar* one Section Officer* Caseworker + Two 
Data Entry Operators 

f) Academic Coordinators in each subject 

g) Finance Section with one Asst Registrar* one Section officer* Caseworker + two data 
entry operators + one Internal Audit Officer 

hj Examination Section with one Asst. Registrar* one Section Officer* Caseworker + Three 
Data Entry Operators 

i) Students counseller-cum-public relations Asst 

The positions listed above, shall be filled only to the extent specifically approved by 
Executive Council. 

7.4.1 The Directorate shall have these sections, fully functional to the extent approved by 
Executive Council for regular requirements of the Directorate. In addition to these, for 
computerization, in-house printing, reprographic services, intercom and ICT 
involvement, necessary technical sections shall be established with a core staff to The 
extent approved by Executive Council. 

7.4.2 The Directorate of Distance Education is a constituent self-sustaining unit of die 
University with one-third of its administrative staff derived from the University 
administration and two-third of its staff are recruited directly for its own purpose on 
contract basis, through selection. The expenditure on university employees shall also be 
deducted from the funds of DDE. 

8 , THE DIRECTOR OF DDE: 

8.1, The Directorate of Distance Education shall have a full-time Director in the salary and scale 
of Professor and shall be in non-teaching position with superannuation at par with the 
Librarian of the University. 

8.2. The office of the Directorate shall have proper secretarial and communication systems for 
efficient functioning. 

8.3. The Director shall be appointed directly based on selection through all-India notification, 
with due approval of the Executive Council(EC) of the University for a period of five years 
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or on redeployment from the University faculty by the Vice-Chancellor for shorter 
durations, due to emergency requirements. In both the cases, the approval of the Executive 
Council and intimation to the Court are necessary. 

8.4. In case of Director’s position foiling vacant, due to unforeseen reasons, one of the Professors 
or officers of the University shall be deputed by the Vice-chancellor with due intimation to 
the Executive Council, to hold charge and wort as Director for a specified period. However, 
this period shall not normally exceed for more than one year. 

8.5, The Director shall be solely responsible for the smooth and efficient functioning of the 
Directorate. His / Her responsibilities include: 

a. Planning and organising various courses / programmes, 

b. Printing and distributing the Prospectus of courses offered 

c. Proper implementation of the course syllabi as approved by bodies 

d. Recommend the fee structures to the Governing Board 

e. Print and distribute thestudy materials and seif-learning ktts 

f. Monitoring of participating study centres 

g. Conducting Personal contact programmes and virtual class-rooms using Audio, 
video and multimedia 

h. Conducting Examinations and evaluation in association with the Controller of 
Examinations. 

i. Certification of passed candidates in association with the Controller of 
Examinations. 

j- Maintenance and upgradation of hardware, software, reference material, etc. 

k. Liaison with the Governing Board, Academic Council, University Schools and 
Departments, University Administration and participating agencies. 

l. Maintenance of financial accounts / statements. 

m. Maintaining the accounts of income and expenditure; auditing of receipts, 
payments, assets and liabilities. 

n. Formation of Advisory Committees, Evaluation Committees, and such other 
Committees and Subcommittees as may be required for the guided functioning 
and integrated development of Directorate. 

o. Chairing of all internal meetings of review, Management Committee and other 
sub-committees 

p. Convening (he Governing Board, recording the proceedings and submit the 
Action taken reports, 

q. Protection of Directorate and the University from court cases and legal claims 
due to any act of omission or commission. 

8.5 Administrative and Financial Powers of Directort 

8.5.1 The Vice-chancellor is the sanctioning authority for all activities of the DDE. The 
sanction order will be routed through one of the Directors assigned the supervision 
of DDE and the Registrar of the University, The following powers shall be 
exercised by the Director of the Directorate subject to the normal guidelines issued 
by the University authorities from time to time. 

8.5.2 The Director of DDE, after obtaining approval/ financial sanctions from the 
authorities shall have the provision to incur the expenditure, by claiming the 
amounts in prescribed format, for; 

(1) Purchase of capital goods including office equipment, furniture, air 

conditioning plants, power generators etc,, and their maintenance. 

{lij Purchase of books, audio /Video tapes, journals, magazines. 

microfilms etc., and their maintenance. 

(Ilf) Purchase of consumables, stores, apparatus etc.. 
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(IV) Pay for Services like water, electricity, telephone, telex, fax, 
computer facilities, electronic mail and network systems, insurance 
etc., 

(V) Payment of honorariums, sitting fees, charges for study centres 

(VI) Hiring of equipment, vehicles, taxis etc., 

(VII) Printing of prospectus, course materials and study materials 

(VIII) Purchase of stationery and advertising in media 

(IX) Expense on postage and telegraphs. 

(X) Hospitality, incidental expenses on visiting faculty and technical and 
other personnel. 

(XI) Medical expenses as per University Rules; 

(XII) Repair, maintenance and alterations in civil works, development of 
garden of DDE. 

(XUF) Meeting all expenses related to the DDE. 

8.6 The Director of DDE is fully responsible 

8.6.1 To prepare the annual budget estimates of the DDE and present it before the 
Governing Board for its consideration, The budget shall include all the details of 
expenditure of various courses to be offered, based on the previous year structure. 
This shall be approved by the management committee and then su bmi tted to the 
Governing Board and Executive Council for their approval. 

8.6.2 To recommend to BOS to introduce certain innovative practices in course'ware 
design and delivery systems 

8.6.3 To collaborate with all study centres in quick and efficient manner to organize their 
activities 

8.6.4 To maintain order in DDE and time-bound work culture among its staff 

8.6.5 To recommend to introduce new courses and new centres 

8.6.6 To initiate the appointment of guest faculty, within and outside the University and 
to assign teaching and contact programmes to various staff members. 

8.6.7 To prepare schedule of work and allocate them among the guest faculty. 

8.6.8 To prepare the proposals for various activities including filling-up of vacancies, 
budgetary estimates. Expression of interests shown by study centres 

8.6.9 To prepare the statement of expenditure every year and take steps to audit the 
annual budget of the DDE. 


8.6.10 To specify, from time to time, the work allotments, duties and responsibilities of 
all staff members working f recruited in the Directorate. 

8.6.11 To sanction payment of advances for purchase of material, festivals, leave travel, 
advances for tour & transport and advances for other purposes. 

8.6.12 To sanction leave to the DDE staff as per University Rules. 

8.6.13 To dispose off the declared scrap equipment, furniture, old records, that are 

obsolete. 

8.6.14 To permit DDE's staff members to attend Seminars, Conferences, Trade 
Exhibitions etc. and sanction expenses for travel and other purposes in this 
regard. 

8.7 Responsibilities of the Deputy Director: 

8.7.1 The Deputy Director is a Reader Cadre full time officer of the University. He^She 
will be fiilly responsible for carrying out all academic activities of the DDE and 
supervise all the sections. 
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8.7.2 He/She has to prepare all the forms required for various activities of the DDE. 
These forms shall be standardized after scrutiny by the management committee 
and other authorities. 

8.7.3 Every payment shall have a prescribed form for claiming from the DDE. 

8.7.4 Every report shall be obtained in the prescribed Jbrmat for consideration in the 
DDE. 

8-7,5 He/she shall take steps to conduct the training programme to the employees of the 
DDE. 

8.8 Responsibilities of the Academic Section; 

The Academic section, in association with the Academic Co-ordinators, is fully 
responsible in conducting the following meetings; 

a) Academic Advisory Committee meetings 

b) BOS and compilation of syllabus and revision oL' syllabus 

c) Courseware Preparations and review of Manuscripts 

d) Printing of study materials 

e> Dispatch of study materials to students. 

0 Conducting PCPs, collecting response sheets 

g) Arranging on-line teaming resources 

h) Preparation of the manuscript of DDE handbook 

i) And such other works as assigned to by the Director. 

8.9 Admission Section; 

8 9.1 The Admission section is responsible for carrying out the following tasks; 

a) Print the Prospectus along with applications 

b) Provide methods of on-line registration 

c> Conduct entrance test, if any for selection of students 

d) Verify the eligibility criteria of all courses and students 

e) Select the candidates for different courses 

f) Issue admission cards, ID cards and other intimations about the list of study 
materials 

g) Collect the admission fee and remit to the Finance section 

h) Prepare the list of students and their profile 

1) Arrange to distribute them to different centres and provide the list for other 
purposes. 

j) And such other worts as specified by the Director. 

8.10 Establishment Section: 

8.10.1 The Establishment Section is responsible for the following: 

a) Arrange to recruit the contract employees for different sections 

b) Arrange to advertise the courses and give notifications in newspapers and 
websites 

c) arrange to call for quotations for making purchases, verify all the quotations, 
prepare indents and comparative statements 

d) Call for tenders through University For major items of purchases and 
procurement of goods and services 

e) Arrange lo scrutinize the tenders and quotations as per university procedures 
with external members and technical experts as and when necessary 

f) Arrange to procure all equipments, stationeries, consumables and other items 
required for the DDE, as per university norms 

g) Arrange to collect all details of study centres and conduct inspections with 
due approval of the authorities 

h) Establish a directory of resource persons 
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t) Create the facilities required for other staff working in the DDE 

j) Maintain ledgers and registers of all activities and stock 

k) Collect the printed books and keep them in stores for use by the academic 
section 

l) Route ail the circulars and meeting notices of other centres to the respective 
sections 

m) Arrange to maintain records of review meetings and send them to the 
University 

n) And such other duties as assigned by the Director 

8.11 Finance Section: 

8.11.1 The Finance Section of the DDE is responsible for the following: 

a) prepare the annual budget estimates and present before the Governing Board 

b) Arrange to verify all indents before sending to the Finance Officer for 
making payments 

c) Arrange to audit all the receipts and payments made by the Directorate for 
all its activities 

d) Arrange to make payments to the respective works carried out in the DDE 

e) Prepare the statement of expenditure of all works done in the Directorate 

fl Prepare the forms necessary for claiming from the university in association 
with the other sections 

g) And such other works as assigned by the Director 

8.12 Examination Section: 

8.12.1 The Examination Section is responsible for carrying out the following: 

a) Ar rang e to collect the Panel of examiners from the BOS 

b) Constitute the BOE and arrange to set the questions for all examinations 

c) Arrange to print, send and collect the applications for examinations, along 
with the exam fee, from the students of all courses and centres. 

d) Arrange to print the questions and answer booklets by preparing foe indents 

e) Prepare for conducting examinations to the students at various centres, with 
observers, squads and invigilators 

f) Prepare the code of conducting the examinations in all centres 

g) Collect and codify the answer booklets before valuation 

h) Arrange to evaluate the answer booklets using the approved panel of 
examiners 

i) Tabulate foe marks and prepare the grade list 

j) Declare the results of examinations within two months from the last day of 
conducting the examinations. 

k) Send all mark statements to (he students immediately after the declaration of 
results. 

J) Arrange to pay foe remuneration to all stakeholders involved in the 
examination works 

m) And such other works as assigned by the Director, 

g. 13 Failure to Comply with the requirement: 

*.13.3 The Director of DDE shall take all steps to Integrate the sections for smooth 
conduct of its programmes. In Case of dereliction of duty committal by any 
employee:, foe matter shall be brought to the notice of the University for its 
immediate action. 
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9. ORGANISATIONAL STRUCTURE (EXTERNAL) 


9.1, The DDE shall have the involvement of ibllowing designated officers of the University 
for its activities: 

a) Academic advisors - Deans of Schools 

b) Management and Planning Committee 

c) Boards of Studies 

d) Admission Committee 

e) Experts Panel for production of printed study materials 

f) Technical Team for Production of Multimedia based learning resources 

B) Academic Coordinators for Monitoring the Personal Contact programmes 

h) Boards of Examinations 

i) Local Inquiiy Committees for inspections 

j) Committee for Grievance Redressal 

k) Committees for Purchase and Stores, Printing and Postage 

l) Committee for costing, resource mobilization and work assignments, 
rtf) Legal cell 

9.2 The DDE shall constitute various committees for its smooth and orderly functioning. 
The constitution of various committees shall be done by the Director of DDE, based on 
the advice of the Vice-Chancellor, Deans, Directors. Registrar, Controller of 
Examinations and Finance Officer, depending upon the nature of works. 

9.3 Depending upon the need, the committees shall meet regularly or at least once in a year. 
All members attending the meetings shall be provided with the sitting fee and 
conveyance allowances. 

9.4 The decisions of various committees shall be intimated to the Governing Board as 
summaries. The salary and other expenditure of DDE shall be met out of the funds 
generated by the DDE. 


9.5 In case of short-falls, the University with due approval of its Finance Committee shall 
provide funds for its improvement or normal functioning. 

9.6 The DDE shall keep enough corpus funds for meeting the modernization requirements 
of its woikplace and pension and other staff related welfare schemes, 

9.7 The DDE shall adopt its own scheme of staff welfare, similar to that of corporate 
bodies. However, the wage controls shall be in tune with the University system. 

9.S AH services sought from private and Other sectors for its purpose, shall be paid Itoiti its 
own resources. The procedure for obtaining such services shall be dearly specified and 
got approved by the University authorities. 

9.9 Change management is an inevitable component of any Distance Education system, in 
case of changes required lo the existing system, it can be done so, without affecting the 
current year programmes of the DDE. 

9.10 The DDE shall conduct its periodic review meetings every month to assess the 
situations of all its activities. 

9.M The DDE shall provide adequate space for staff, for stores, for reference, for 
examination and valuation. The DDE shall have its own equipment and machinery for 
small scale printing works of study materials. 
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ID. ACADEMIC ADVISORY BODIES 

10.1. The DDE shall obtain all academic advice from the Deans of Schools and faculty 
members of various departments of the University, DDEs of other universities, 1GNOU, 
State Open Universities* the UGC, the NAAC, MHRD, DEC and other bodies. It shall 
enter into Molls with national players and leaders for maintaining quality in its 
functioning and for obtaining study materials and funding. 

10.2. Every School of the University shall take part in offering courses under the DDE. The 
Directorate, in consultation with these Schools of the University, shall define the nature of 
courses to be offered, plan and deliver innovative and effective training methods, approve 
the agencies capable of offering the courses, examine the student competencies through 
its examination division, and certify the successful candidates by the University for the 
award of the Undergraduate and Post-Graduate Degrees / Diploma and Post-Graduate 
Diploma's and certificates, 

10.3. Only UGC approved nomenclature shall be used for giving titles and certification of 
courses. Courses which arc not offered as regular programmes shall also be offered to suit 
the requirements nf students for their empowerment. While proposing fully functional 
On-line courses, care should be taken to adopt a standard learning management system, 
software and hardware. 

10.4. For the courses belonging to a particular School, there shall be an Academic Advisor, 
who shall be derived from the Schools of the University or from outside the university, 
under no mination by the Vice- chanc ellor. The Dean of the respective School shall act as 
the Academic Advisor. This work need not be honorary. 

10 J. The Academic Advisory bodies shall be constituted under the chairmanship of respective 
Deans and the members may be derived from the concerned departments. Their 
proposals be submitted to the Vice-chancellor and Governing Board for approval. On 
approval, actions shall be initiated from other bodies to start the progarnunes. Before 
laun c hing any new programmes, the DDE shall cany out enough home work and 
announce the proceeds. 

10.6, This Academic Advisory body shall identify the courses which shall be offered by the 
DDE. This body shall also advice the DDE on the requirement of revision of syllabus and 
other study materials and suggest the appropriate panels for various purposes. 

10.7. One-third of the memberships shall be derived from other universities, depending upon 
their expertise and need to invite them for some specialized nature of work. 

11. MANAGEMENT* PLANNING COMMITTEE 

11.1, The DDE shall form a Management and Planning Committee to supervise all its internal 
and external activities, to Identify the gaps and inform the authorities. 

11.2. This Committee shall consists of at least 8 members which includes two Deans of 
Schools, two faculty-in-charges, two from administration and two experts in the field. 
This committee shall be constituted by the Vice-Chancellor. The meetings shall be 
chaired by the Director of Studies or Director of Culture and Cultural Relations and co- 
chaired by the Director of DDE. 

] 1,3. This Committee shall meet atleast once in three months. 
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J1.4. This committee shall analyse all statistics and give indications for continuance or closure 
of a course, a centre, a methodology and for introduction of new courses, identify new 
locations for future expansion and suggest ideas for Improvement of the existing system. 

11.5. This committee shall suggest the ways and means of meeting the National standards and 
norms of the DEC and other bodies. The best practices adopted in other DDEs shall be 
identified by this committee for use. 

1 L6. The suggestions of this committee shall be communicated to the respective sections of the 
DDE which have the power and purview to implement or initiate further actions. 

12- BOARDS OF STUDIES 

12. J.The DDE shall formulate the DDE-Boords of Studies (DDE-B05) for every course or allied 
courses. Each BOS with atleast 6 members shall propose one or more courses for offering 
under the DDE. While doing so, it shall specify the purpose and scope of the course, Sts 
relevance, eligibility of admissions, scheme of study, detailed & [utilized syllabus, list of 
reference materials and text books, list of lessons, practical alignments, if any, and pattern 
of question papers to be used for valuation. 

12.2. The constitution of DDE-BOS shall be made with due approval of the Vice-Chancel Jor< 
These bodies shall meet atleast once in a year. 

12.3, In case of multidisciplinary courses, a Combined Board of studies shall be established with 
subject experts derived from allied subjects and a suitable curriculum shall be designed on 
emerging areas. All courses shall be market driven and aimed at providing both knowledge 
and skills to give empowerment in the ever growing govt, or private sectors. 

12.4. The BOS is fully responsible to provide the panel of examiners for constituting the Boards of 
Examinations, who would set not only the question banks but also the question papers for 
examinations and guide the valuers, 

12.5, The courses designed by the BOS shall be routed to the Governing Board, Academic 
Council, Executive Councii and the Court, for their approval. 

13. ADMISSION & ENROLMENT 

13.1. Academic Calendar 

The Directorate shall prepare its own academic calendar similar to that of the University. It shall 
follow a regular schedule as prescribed by the UG£\ every year, so that students will know the 
tentative schedule of admission, release of study materials, virtual class-rooms, on-line resources* 
conduct of PCPs and deadlines for submission of examination application 

13.2. Admission Norms 

The Directorate of Distance Educations shall follow its own admission norms for its courses. 
These norms shall be framed in tune with the admission regulations of the University courses. A 
candidate who has passed the required qualifications with the prescribed minimum marks is 
eligible for admission to a course. 

13.3. A d vertisements: 

Advertising and promotions are best carried out by implementing an advertising and promotions 
plan. The Directorate shall advertise the details of courses well in advance to attract more 
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students from different parts of the country. The advertisements shall convey the benefits of 
studying at Pondicherry University- DDE and the scholarships made available, concessions 
provided to certain category of students and quality initiatives taken in the DDE for knowledge 
progression. 


13.4, Prospectus 

The Directorate shall prepare and release a separate prospectus, every year, with the approval of 
the Vice-Chancellor and intimated to the Governing Board. The prospectus shall contain the 
details of courses offered, admission norms, application for admission, locations where the 
applications are made available, methods of teaching- learning and evaluation, attendance of 
Personal Contact Programmes, guidance and counseling, contact details at study-cum-service 
centres, contact persons at the University, course co-ordinators, programme advisors, schools 
under which the courses are organized and the system adopted in the Directorate to complete a 
programme of a student within the academic calendar. It also shall contain the scheme of study, 
papers and curriculum structure. 

13.5. On-line submiss ion of Appl i cations: 

Students desirous of submitting their applications with all details through on-line mode shall be 
given the option with e-forms and appropriate databases with ASPs shall be created in the 
website of the DDE. 


13.6. Website: 

All public domain details of the Directorate shall be given in the website of the Directorate. It 
shall be updated every month. The website shall contain details of courses, co-ordinators. 
Syllabus, model question papers, question banks, on-line Learning resources, study materials, self- 
learning kits, case-studies, assignments, study centres, academic calendar, university authorities, 
sections of the Directorate, regulations of courses and exams, students’ feedback, discussion 
forums, on-line quizzes and deadlines foT different activities of courses. 

13.7. Entrance Teste: 

Most of the courses offered under distance education mode in the University may not have a 
prescribed intake. In certain courses, which require an entrance test to be conducted for 
admission, be done so with proper intimation given in the prospectus. Entrance exams shall be 
organized in selected courses and centres whenever and whenever there is a need. 

13.8. Minimum Strength for Admission: 

The minimum strength required to start a course under the Directorate shall be decided by the 
Governing Board, considering the economic viability of offering courses under distance mode. 

13.9. Committees for Admission and Enrolment: 

The DDE shall have a set of Committees for Admission and Enrolment. These Committees shall 
look into the admissions and enrolment of students of the courses belonging to a school. T hese 
committees consist of two or three senior faculty members from the school and two officers from 
the DDE and One Officer from the University’s Academic section dealing with admissions. 

13.10. These committees shall verify the eligibility of all students getting admitted to DDE 
courses. Necessary statistics and forms shall be provided by the DDE to these 
committees. 
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13.11. The Equivalence list provided by ihe Association of Indian Universities shall be used for 
comparing Indian or overseas degrees or certificates. 

13.12. Approved list of these committees shall alone be considered for sending admission cards. 
Enrolment of students shall be done on receipt of all prescribed fees from the selected 
i n dents Guidelines shall also be prepared for distribution among study centres for this 
purpose, Li si of enrolled students shall be notified in the website. 

13.13. ID cards shall be issued to the students with validity details. 

13.14. Proper da ta bases shall be created in the database server of the DDE with backup for 
permanent use. 

14 TEACHING- LEARNING METHODS 

14, l. The DDE shall adopt one or more of the following methods of teaching learning as listed 
below: 

a) Handbook tot Recapitulation of earlier studies or fundamental knowledge required for the 
course. 

b) Study material for every paper as printed books, 

c) Self-learning kits as booklets containing life-coping skills, reading rate, memory skills, 
writing style, learning methods, notes taking, library usage, information access from 
internet, e-mails, preparation of assignments, feeing exams, time management and 
presentation skills. 

d) Handbook of exercises with worked examples, if any. 

e) Personal Contact programmes. 

f) A ssignments and response sheets 

g) CDROMs and multimedia courseware and e-books 

h) Web-based education and information services 

i) Virtual Gass-rooms, video conferencing and Satellite Interactive terminal access 

15. COURSEWARE PREPARATION 

15.1. Die courseware preparation includes most of the items mentioned in the previous 
section. 

15.2. The DDE shall take all steps to prepare these items with a panel of subject experts 
from evety subject and involve agencies who can deliver the goods with quality and 
content. 

15.3. Every paper of a course shall have a printed reference book for learning. Each book 
should not exceed 200 pages of A4 sine and the matter shall be printed in two 
columns. 

15.4. The manuscripts of all study materials shall be verified by another panel for clarity of 
communication and understanding. 

15.5. Care should be taken to give maximum information within the given number of pages 
as done in most of the DDEs in India, while preparing study materials. The study 
materials, so prepared, shall be updated once in two years. 

15.6. The study materials shall contain, brief introduction to the subject, scope of studying 
the subject and the modules covered with all assignments, glossaries and exercises.

15,7, No course ware or course material shall be used without revision for more than four 
years. Once in four years, the updated matter alone be given to the students. Revision 
of contents is a compulsory aspect of the DDE. 


15.8. Payment structure for course-ware preparation shall be on par with other DDEs, 


16. ACADEMIC CO-ORDINATORS 

16.1. The DDE shall have one regular Faculty as Academic Co-ordinator for every subject as 
specified by the DEC. They are the members available in-house to meet the day to day 
requirements of students in counseling, clarifying the doubts and collecting the feedback of 
students pertaining to the subject related matters. 

16.2. These co-ordinators shall help in collating the syllabus after the BOS, prepare the courseware 
in association with the subject experts, counsel the students during admission , verify the 
admission criteria in all applicants seeking admission, select the candidates, prepare the 
admission list in association with the concerned section, sending the course materials to 
students, arrangement ofPCP, preparation of all teaching -learning materials, conducting on¬ 
line A/V programmes and during the stages of examination and valuation. 

16.3 .The profile of students studying the courses and their academic progression shall be 
maintained by this section. 

17. BACKOFFICE, IVRS AND INFO KIOSKS 

17.1. The DDE shall arrange to have a back office for attending telephonic clarifications 
round the clock, an Integrated Voice Response System, information kiosks at selected 
places where more than 10OQ students study the courses in a centre. 

17.2. The DDE Shall have its own computer section for its computational needs. This 
section shall supervise the IVRS and Info kiosks located at various points. 

18. SUPPLY OF LEARNING RESOURCES 

18.1. The DDE shall have a standard package of learning resources which include printed 
books and booklets, students handbook, syllabus. CDROMs, Calendar for course of 
study, schedule of PCFs and Virtual classes. 

18.2. While printing study materials, the expenditure should match with the budget of 
receipts received from the students studying the particular course, Fee collected from 
one course need not be spent for another course. Proper cost cutting and management 
methods should be adopted by the DDE In this regard. Printing huge volume of books 
few a few students will invite serioin observation in the administrative mechamsm of 
DDE, 

18.3. The management committee is empowered to identify such matters and make 
corrective measures in implementation, 

18.4. The resources shall be dispatched to the students immediately after admission 
pertaining to the semester or year. 

18.5. Care should be taken to ensure the delivery of the materials to the right persons. 

18.6. All fddwro slips shall be tilled-up only by candidates and change of such addresses 
shall be allowed once in a course. 
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19. RECOGNITION AND FUNCTIONING OF STUDY CENTRES 

19.1 The Study centres are only places where contact classes are held on behalf of the 
University. They should be located in affiliated colleges, of Universities or in 
institutions of good repine recognized by the Govt, of India/ State govt. 

19.2. The Governing Board shall prescribe the standards for a centre to be recognized as a 
place for conducting Personal Contact Programmes. 

19.3. A centre shall be recognized based on its local academic standing in higher education 
and should be an institution which has been recognized by the UGCV State 
Government for offering higher education. NAAC accredited institutions shall be 
given weightage in the selection process. 

19.4. The DDE shall notify in national dailies and obtain expression of interests from the 
institutions intending to accept courses for offering in their places under the mode 
specified by the DDK. 

19.5. The proforma for obtaining details from a study centre shall include all particulars of 
on-going courses and faculty of the institution and their percentage of results obtained 
in University level examinations. An institution which cannot produce good results in 
their own university exams need not be considered for conducting the DDE courses. 

19.6. On receipt of the institutional profile in the prescribed proforma with the expression 
of interests, a local Inquiry Committee be constituted to visit the centre and obtain its 
recommendations. 

19.7. The report of this inquity committee shall be analysed by the Directorate and its 
Governing Board, to accept an institution’s intention or recommend for its rejection 
based on valid reasons. 

19.8. The offer of recognition shall have a validity of four years for PG courses and five 
years for UG courses and two years foe diploma courses. Appropriate MoUs shall be 
made for conducting the contact classes. 

19.9. No study center shall be permitted to admit the students and collect the fees. This will 
be done only by the University. 

19.10. The University shall make necessary payment to the Study center and be fully 
responsible for the effective functioning of the courses and classes. 

19.11. For the selected institutions, there shall be an Earnest Money Deposit obtained for 
registration purposes and for the purpose of confirmed communication to students In 
DDE advertisement, notifications and other processes. 

19.12. The DDE should popularize its programmes to conduct its courses in atleast 100 
centres ofhighcr education ini lially, and Hie target of which slid] be increased further 

in a phased manner. 

19.13. These centres shall be allowed to use the DDE’s on-line learning resources, if found 
suitable for their purpose of academic excellence, to their students also, without any 
charges. 
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19.14. S e l ec te d and recognized centres shall be given orientation at the DDE or in their own 
locations. 

19.15. An ann ual review of the study centers shall be made by the University to monitor the 
progress and renew their participation. 

19.16. The MoU of a study centre shall be terminated on the basis of proven non¬ 
performance, non-compliance with the University’s guidelines, non-co-operation 
w hh the Directorate and committing lapses / malpractice in any of the provisions 

20. CONDUCT OF PCP & COLLECTION OF RESPONSE SHEETS 

20.1. In addition to the supply of learning kits and study materials, the DDE shall arrange to 
organize the Personal Contact programmes for students In tbe approved centres 
having adequate strength. 

20.2. The charges for payment of alt activities shall be normalized for the centre’s general 
support services, except the remuneration of teaching faculties, in case of more 
programmes being offered in one centre, the normalization helps in finance 
management 

20.3. Inspection teams shall visit the PCP in groups. The Academic Co-ordinator shall have 
all details of the participating members of every paper. 

20.4. Reports of PCP shall be obtained before making payments. A consolidated sheet of 
att n*i»nne of PCP shall be obtained from students separately and sent directly to the 
DDE. 

20.5. Response sheets of learning shall be obtained by the co-ordinators from the students 
and recorded. 


21. MULTIMEDIA &ICT USAGE 

21.1, The DDE shall establish a team for producing multimedia videc^audio based teaching 
learning resources 

2 1 . 2 . This team Shall be headed by a group of subject experts and multimedia professionals. 
The lessons identified by the BOS shall be kept in mind for the preparation of AV and 
e-content modules. 

213. Appropriate budget allocation shall be made by the DDE for this purpose. 

21.4. The same team shall work for on-line delivery of learning resources, web-based, 
satellite based video lecturing, conducting programming through radio and TV. 

21.5. CDROM based courseware Shall be prepared and supplied to all students. . 

21.6. Virtual Class room shall be established and classes be conducted with advanced 
planning, Low cost, user-friendly, open source software shall be selected for this 
purpose. 

21.7. The DDE shall have its own EDUSAT link and an internet gateway for all its on-line 
applications. 
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22 . TWINNING PROGRAMMES 

22,1. The DDE shall identify and select only the centres of excellence and good institutions 
for offering courses under twinning programmes. The concept of twinning programme 
is similar to that of an affiliated college outside the university’s jurisdiction. Courses 
are conducted in the name of the University, 


22.2. The DDE shall notify in national dailies and obtain expression of interests from the 
institutions intending to offer its courses under twinning programmes, 

22.3. A centre shall be recognized based on its local academic standing in higher education 
and should be an institution which has been recognized by the UGC/ Slate 
Government for offering higher education and / or possessing excellent infrastructure 
and qualified faculty. 

22.4. The proforma for obtaining details from these centres shall include all particulars of 
on-going courses and faculty of the institution and their percentage of results obtained 
in University level examinations. An institution which cannot produce good results in 
their own university exams need not be considered for conducting the twinning 
programmes. 

22.5. The proforma for recognizing such institutions shall include all particulars of the 
institution from its inception to accreditation, NAAC, AICTE/NCTE/ other bodies 
like UGC/ISO. 

22.6. An inspection team shall visit the centres at their expenditure and give its report for 
consideration or rejection. Care shall be taken to identify the strengths and 
weaknesses of these institutions and their credibility. 

22.7. The report of the committee constituted by the Vice-Chancellor is to be considered by 
the Governing Board before entering into an MoU. The committee shall have three to 
five members of the subjects Opted for by the institution. The MoU shall be signed by 
the Registrar and the Head of the institution with two witnesses of both the 
institutions. 

22.8. Once, the MoU is signed, these centres shall be allowed to admit the students with a 
separate prospectus approved by the DDE and conduct classes as per the lesson plans 
given by the DDE and prepare ihe students for DDEs examination on regular basis. 

22.9. The fee structure will be prescribed by the DDE. The institutions should not collect 
any fee outside the approved fee structure, 

22.10. In order io do so, a resource sharing formula be worked out by the Governing Board, 
which shall be followed by the DDE. The sharing of institutional resources like 
library, laboratory, secretarial assistance, basic amenities, etc shall be notified in the 
prospectus of twinning programmes, for the purpose of clarity. These shall be kept in 
mind while fixing the formula. 

22.11. The resource sharing formula shall exclude the University’s admission fee and 
registration fee, in its calculations and the fee fo be paid to the University by a student 
coming under iwinning programme also, directly. 


22.12. There shall be two categories of institutions as grown up and young institutions 
coming under twinning programmes. These classifjcations shall be used for applying 
the resource sharing formula. Grown up institutions will use its Human and other 
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resources fully and must have conducted courses of similar nature for more than 5 to 
10 years, 

22.13. New institutions, intending to offer courses under twinning programmes, shall be 
allowed to do so, with a different resource sharing formula prescribed by the 
Governing Board for a period of five years. Fur such institutions support services shall 
be extended from the DDE to the extent feasible. 

22.14. Examination lee Shall be appropriately collected and spent in all these centres by the 
DDE, in association with the Controller of Examinations. 

22.15. The DDE shall maintain separate registers for these programmes. 

23. FEE STRUCTURE, FEE CONCESSION & SCHOLARSHIPS 

23.1, The DDE shall prescribe a separate foe structure for all its courses. While doing so, 
the unit cost of education shall be worked out using measurable parameters and items 
of expenditure. The economic viability and feasibility shall also be kept in mind. 

232, Since, equity and access are the mandates of higher education, care shall be exercised 
to keep the proportions of expenditure and income in a reasonable manner to sustain 
the DDE for a period of at least 25 years. 

23.3. Every candidate, selected for admission to a course in DDE, Shall pay the prescribed 
fee to the University directly. No student is exempted from payment of the prescribed 
fees. 

23.4. The list of fee to be paid to the University shall be given in a classified manner in 
order to make the candidates understand the structure very easily. Conditions and 
m o de s of payment shall also he informed in the prospectus. The Registration fee, 
examination fee and infrastructure fee shall go to the University’s main account 
separately. 

23.5. If there is any concession to be given, in the foes, to certain category of students, as 
prescribed by the university, by virtue of government norms or special considerations, 
it shall be given with the prior approval of the Vice-chancellor. 

23.6. A consolidated list of such candidates shall be prepared for this purpose and approval 
may be sought for offering concessions, before admission. In case of any urgency 
with gemuiiuty, the Director of DDE shall carry out the process and get it ratified by 
the authorities. These students shall be issued the admission cards with validity of 
usage. 

23.7. On-line payments;' 

The DDE shall arrange to obtain the fee paid by ihe students not only through direct 
Demand drafts but also through on-line methods. This is for those who are submitting 
their applications on-line. Proper Moll shall be entered with a Nationalized bank 
having core-banking practices. This shall be attempted as per International Norms and 
standards of on-line transactions. 

Only one, but separate, account shall be operated for this purpose with due caution. 
The m o ment the de posits are made by a student into this account, it shall be 
transferred immediately to the Operational account of the DDE/University. There 
shall be no payments made from this payment gateway/ account. The transaction 
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costs shall be included / handled properly withom resorting to a major increase in the 
fee structure to be paid by the students. 


24 , EXAMINATION & CERTIFICATION 

24.1. The Examinations for students of DDE are conducted by the University as per the 
regulations governing every course* The BOE of respective course shall be 
responsible for setting and scrutiny of question papers and plan for the conduct of 
examinations including the practical. The question papers shall be printed in security 
press or at an appropriate printing unit selected by the Vice-Chancellor for that 
purpose, 

24.2. Every student shall submit the application for examination to the University in the 
prescribed format along with the examination fee and photograph for identity > routed 
through the authorized study centres, 

24 J. Examinations shall be conducted at the end of the academic session at the specified 
study centres, with advance notification in the website, newspapers and circulars. 
Observers are to be sent to monitor the examinations held by the study centres for 
every examination. Collection of answer scripts shall be done through authorized 
courier services. 

24.4. Valuation of answer scripts shall be done at centralized locations, after proper 
codified methods with dummy numbers. Decoding and tabulation shalE be carried oul 
after verifying the marks. Any correction made by any member will be liable for 
prosecution. Hence d all members shall be informed about the clarity of work expected 
in examination sections, 

24.5. The minimum marks f^r pulsing each paper shall he 40% far Under Graduate Level 
courses and 50%for Post Graduate courses as is followed under regular pattern., 

24.6. The DDE shall computerise all processes of evaluation and tabulation of all answer 
scripts, it shall adopt examination reforms to minimize the time and declare the results 
on time. 


24.7. There shall be transparency in the examination system subject to necessary 
confidentiality. 

24.8. For declaration of First Class with Distinction/First Cbss/Second Class, the aggregate 
of the total marks secured by a candidate (including repeaters) in all the semesters put 
together shall be considered as detailed below: 


75% and above 
60% & above but below 75% 
50% & above but below 60% 
40% & above but below 50% 


- First Class with Distinction 

- First Class 

- Second Class 

- Pass 


24.9. Award of degrees/ diplomas and Certification of passed candidates shall be done 
through the Directorate by the University. The Course Title* Number of Contact 
Hours, marks secured and the grading obtained by the student, medium of instruction. 
Year and Month of passing shall be inscribed on the certifying documents. 
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24 , 10 . A candidate is allowed to carry all the previous uncleared papers to the subsequent 
Semesters' years. However, the candidate should clear all the papers within double 
the duration of the course. 

25b GRIEVANCE REDRESSAL 

25.| L The DDE shall have its own grievance and redressal cell to receive and redress the 
issues. These shall help the system for its improved performance. 

25.2. The complaints received from the staff of DDE shall be referred to the University with 
the replies of the Director 

25.3. Complaints beyond the scope of the DDE shall be dealt with, by adopting legal 
procedures. 

25.4. In case of any lapses and dereliction of duty made by an employee, the matter shall be 
referred to the disciplinary committee of the University. 

26. PURCHASE AND STORES, PRINTING AND POSTAGE 

26.1. The DDE shall follow all purchase procedures as laid down by the University. 

26.2. For all production related expenditures, the DDE shall follow the purchase and 
procurement policies of the government and the University, In all cases, the DDE 
shall obtain proper sanction from the Vice-chancellor and the Governing Board. 

26.3. There shall be a purchase and procurement committee to carry-out all necessary 
lender processes, in case of an expenditure of an item exceeding the limit of Rs. I lakh. 
One or two external members shall be invited based on the nominations of the 
Vice-Chancellor, 

26-4. The Finance Branch is authorized to verily the procedures. 


27. FUNDING 

27.1. Hie DDE is permitted to mobilize more resources from the course fee, government 
mid other funding agencies like [GNOU, in order to promote effective teaching 
methods like EDUSAT interactive class-rooms and to provide self-learning materials 
to students. 

27.2. The Directorate with due approval of the Governing Board shall offer appropriate fee 
concessions to the students of SC/STs and other such categories in its course fee and 
the tuition fee of study centres. 

27.3. While offering courses to foreign students residing outside India, appropriate fee shall 
be prescribed and proper study inputs including on-line courseware, CDRQM based 
contents and web interactive class-rooms shall be organized 

27.4. The Directorate shall obtain necessary sanction orders and approvals from the 
Vice-Chancellor and the Finance Branch of the University shall make the payments. 

27.5. There shall be a floating balance of Rs. 25 ,G 0 ,O(K)KRup«s Twenty Five Lakhs) 

available with the DDE for its routine use. All major payments above Rs. 
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25,000^= shall be made only after verification by the Internal Audit officer and the 
Finance Officer of the University. 

27.6. The total money generated every year, shall be used for meeting the following 
expenditure of the Directorate: 

a. Salaries and wages, honorarium, sitting fee and related expenditure 

b. Expenditure towards printing, publicity, postage, virtual dass rooms, 
maintenance of equipments and other appliances. 

c. Expenditure towards basic amenities such as electricity, water supply, sanitation 
etc. 

d. Expenditure towards TA/DA of the committee members. Directors, Advisors, 
Co-ordinators, meeting expenses, stationery expenses, transportation, fuel, etc. 

e. Expenditure towards purchase of equipments, building additional blocks or 
floors, studio, furniture and other requirements of Directorate 

f. Any other expenditure to be incurred from time to time by the Directorate. 

28. RESOURCE MOBILIZATION 

28.1. The DDE shall lake all steps to get funds from the DEC, Department of Social 
Welfare for Students of twinning courses, and other philanthropists to provide 
scholarships. 

28.2. Prizes and medals for rank scholars shall be given during convocations. 


29. LEGAL A MPLE CELL 

29.1, The DDE shall establish a legal cell in its administration for protecting the DDE and 
its stakeholders from court cases, 

29.2. There shall be a “Malpractice St Lapses Evaluation (MPLE)” cell formed to look into 
the issues relating to the control and curbing of malpractices committed by students/ 
staflfree litres. 

50. ALUMNI 

30.1. The DDE shall arrange to form an alumni association for their benefits and obtaining 
inputs for improving its performance. ITie Alumni meeting shall be organized once in 
two years. 

30.2. Alumni contribution shall be given as prizes and medals, 

31. REVIEW 

31.1. Directorate shall address the responsibility to achieve and maintain highest quality 
and topicality of training on par with the best and latest training available in the entire 
country, as well as speed and efficiency’ in all its functions and activities. 

31 2 . Directorate shall accept accountability for the following: 

(a) Falling academic and professional standards in its courses 

fb l Longstanding unresolved Complaints from students 

(c) Frequent'Dday s and errors in routine functions 

(d) Financial loss or instability of DDE. 
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31.3, The University shall review the progress of the functioning of the DDE once in 5 years. It shall 
(elate to the Plan periods of the UGC and the University. 

31.4. An Academic mid Administrative Audit shall be conducted by the University to review the progress, 
analyse the strengths, weaknesses, opportunities and threats of the DDE with a team of external 
members. This committee shalll be constituted by the vice-Chaiicdlor of the University. 

32. RELAXATION 

Any of the provisions ofthese Regulations can be relaxed by the Vice-Chancellor for specific reasons to 
be recorded in writing and reported to the governing Board.
